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Council makes several 
recommendations on honorariums 

Many dealing with transparency

Council members made several rec¬ 
ommendations at the June 9 meeting 
to clarify the town’s honorarium policy 
while making honorariums more trans¬ 
parent for the public. 

The discussion was brought forward 
from a previous council meeting dur¬ 
ing which the topic was discussed but 
no resolutions were made 

Coun. Joyce McCoy, who suggested 
making honorariums more transparent 
for the public, said while she thought 
the current practice of posting staff 
and council member expenses on the 
town’s website was good, more could 
be done to improve transparency. 

“What’s on the website right now 
isn't the best. Those scans are just not 
professional,” she said, indicating that 
a spreadsheet like the one she showed 
council members at the meeting would 
be better. 

McCoy said because there are few 
formal rules about what a council¬ 
lor can charge for, some councillors 
are including all the time they spend 
on council business when calculating 


their per diems. She suggested that 
staff clarify in the policy what council 
members can charge for and what 
should be included as part of their 
regular duties. 

For example, she said that meeting 
with individual residents on a topic of 
concern to the resident shouldn’t be 
charged for, nor should attendance at 
events such as parades or the newly- 
implemented coffee-with-council 
chats. Attendance at meetings should 
be charged for, she said. 

“The one that’s bothered me the 
most is ... you (shouldn’t) charge for 
sitting with residents. That ’s our job," 
she said. 

Coun. Gail Nowlan said some of 
the discrepancy with council mem¬ 
ber claims results from the policy not 
clearly spelling out what claims and 
expenses should be made by members

She supported the policy being more 
prescriptive to promote uniformity of 
claims. 

McCoy said in light of Didsbury 
council members making the least 
of their council colleagues through¬ 
out municipalities in Mountain View 
County - councillors make $1,209 per 
month compared to Mountain View 
County councillors who top the list at 
$2,289 per month - council members 
shouldn't be shy about telling residents 
what they do to earn their money. 

“I really don’t think we should feel 
bad about what we make. We all work 
hard,” she said. 

Coun. Sheila Shulz said she thought 
that when a council member attends 
a public event such as a parade or a 
trade fair, they should include that in 
their per diem claims because if they 
didn’t, Shulz thought many council 


members wouldn’t show up to such 
events. McCoy disagreed. 

“There’s a certain amount of com¬ 
munity engagement that is part of our 
job,” she said. 

Also discussed was requesting all 
boards and commissions that have 
their own per diem amounts that they 
give to representatives, disclose those 
to Town of Didsbury officials so they 
can be posted on the town's website 
to give a more accurate accounting of 
councillor remuneration. 

Coun. Lavar Adams said while he 
raised this issue at a past meeting of 
the Mountain View Regional Water 
Services Commission, he said the com¬ 
mission doesn't release that informa¬ 
tion on a blanket basis. The commis¬ 
sion only releases that information if 
the individual member agrees to such 
a request. 

As part of the recommendations to 
town administrators, council members 
ratified a recommendation that they 
file claims and expenses electronically 
at regularly scheduled intervals and 
that the town’s chief financial officer 
and mayor sign off on the claims to 
ensure accountability.

Councillors turn down meeting with library board

Council members 
turned down a request 
from the Didsbury 
Municipal Library board 
to discuss a potential 
grant application to 
refurbish the existing 
library. 

The decision was made 
at the June 9 meeting of 
town council. 


Council members 
felt the timeline for 
the requested meeting 
- between the council 
meeting on June 9 and 
the application deadline 
of June 17 - was too tight 
for town representatives 
to formulate a plan on 
the library’s application. 
While council members 
said they supported the 
library, there were too 
many variables that must 


be considered with the 
particular application if 
it went forward, and the 
timeline was too short, 
they said. 

“As far as support for 
the library, we’re 100 per 
cent behind the library," 
Coun. Garth Hollinger 
said. 

Coun. Joyce McCoy 
said the type of plan 
that library officials are 
considering needs public 
consultation before town 
officials could throw 
support behind the plan. 

Many councillors 
speculated that if the 
library’s plan called for 
more space, necessitat¬ 
ing the Town of Didsbury 
office to be moved out of 
its portion of the build¬ 
ing, a long lead time 
would be required to find 
alternate accommoda¬ 


tions. A suitable alterna¬ 
tive hasn’t been found 
yet. 

“I think the community 
is entitled to (consulta¬ 
tion)," McCoy said. 

“To meet the deadline, 
it’s almost impossible. 
Council is a long ways 
from making a decision," 
Roy Brown, the town’s 
chief administrative offi¬ 
cer, told council mem¬ 
bers. 

With all of the other 
municipal projects being 
undertaken in the next 
while, Brown said that 
if the Town of Didsbury 
were to take on some 
form of financial respon¬ 
sibility with the library 
project, it could be 
burdened with too much 
financial responsibility. 

Brown also said coun¬ 
cil members have had 
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closed-door discussions 
regarding locations for 
a new library, municipal 
office and Didsbury After 
School Care Association 
facilities, but no deci¬ 
sions have been made at 
this point. 

He also said an engin¬ 
eering review on the cur¬ 
rent town office-library 
needs to be made before 
any application to refur¬ 
bish the building could 
be submitted. 

“I just think it’s too 
short a time period, " 
Coun. Lavar Adams said. 

Following the conclu¬ 
sion of the council dis¬ 
cussion, Maia Foster, 
the chair of the library 
board, told council mem¬ 
bers she was disappoint¬ 
ed with the tenor of the 
discussion she heard 
around the council table. 

She said because she 
recently assumed chair¬ 
manship of the library 
board and had to get 
familiar with the grant 
application, she only 
recently became aware 
of the scope of the pro¬ 


ject. But she also said 
the library board need¬ 
ed council’s support in 
order to proceed with 
the grant application. 

Foster told council 
members that all of the 
issues that council mem¬ 
bers raised during the 
discussion could have 
been talked about with 
the library board follow¬ 
ing the board submitting 
an application. 

“We have been trying 
to have our voices heard 
... and I feel it’s very 
unfortunate that you 
didn't allow as a voice,” 
she said.

Live organ appeals beneficial

A propaganda photo of our inspirational leader pre¬ 
sents him standing immaculately centred in front of 
a giant Canadian flag so monstrously large not even 
half of it fits in the frame. 

Aside from flagrant posturing, the necessity of such 
an oversized flag is bewildering. 

It serves no purpose, other than to aggrandize the 
prime minister, and further represents one of Big 
Brother’s biggest problems. 

Over bloating and senseless expenses. 

Such large flags cost anywhere from hundreds of 
dollars to a thousand or more. 

Meanwhile, many Canadians are scraping by on 
about that much every two weeks. 

The Canadian Payroll Association recently found 
t hat 51 per cent of respondents said in a survey they 
would be up the proverbially unpleasant creek with¬ 
out a paddle if their paycheque was delayed just one 
week. That’s up three per cent from several years 
before. It must be the “recovery’’ hard at work. 

The thought of a hard-working individual’s pay- 
cheque being roughly equivalent to some needless, 
gargantuan flag is nauseating. If the display served 
some greater purpose for Canadians or even human¬ 
ity, it would at least be understandable. What was the 
hope, that other countries would like or respect us 
more if we put a monumental flag on display? 

It’s been said taxpayers are glad when their money 
is well invested and put to productive use — at least 
ideally they should be. It’s when their money is 
wasted they’ll take issue. 

Needlessly excessive expenses in government 
are pervasive — there are now recently released 
reports pointing out government workers are getting 
paid almost 10 per cent more than their equivalent 
counterparts in the private sector. 

This seems a turnaround of times when govern¬ 
ment jobs paid less but offered long-term stability 
while private sector jobs offered higher salaries but 
less or even no security in the long run. 

It was a trade-off. 

Before the government decides to start cutting 
back on health and education, as well as the environ¬ 
ment, it should first and foremost look to cut its own 
generous salaries and lavish expenses. Government 
workers shouldn’t be making so much more than pri¬ 
vate sector workers who do comparable jobs. 

To be fair, there’s also a large responsibility on us 
to live within our means. 

Signing up for a new credit card when another one 
has been maxed is not sound financial strategy. 

It was reported months ago by many news outlets 
that Canadians’ debt to income ratio hit a new high 
at 163.3 per cent. Simply put, that’s earning $100 for 
roughly every $163 owed. 

It could be time to reconsider how many wide¬ 
screen televisions we really need and whether we 
need to replace smartphones every year. 

It would just be more encouraging if our leaders 
actually, well, led by example.

The public response to the appeal on behalf of 
Eugene Melnyk, owner of the Ottawa Senators 
hockey team, for a liver donor has been a heart¬ 
warming demonstration of the generosity of our 
community. Fortunately, a donor was found and the 
transplant was performed in time to save his life. 

But is it fair that he received a donation when 
many others are waiting, and dying, on the wait list 
for a transplant? This is one of the common themes 
in the commentary about it in the in the news. 

It is entirely understandable for those in desper¬ 
ate need to give up on the wait list for a deceased 
donor and to reach out to their friends and family, 
and, if they are able to do so, to the public to find a 
live donor. There is perhaps an inescapable unfair¬ 
ness in all such appeals for live donors. Those with 
larger families and social circles may have a higher 
chance of locating a suitable donor. As for appeals 
to the public, those with wealth, fame, charisma or 
a particularly compelling story are likely to do bet¬ 
ter than those without these attributes because they 
are more appealing to the public or because they 
have better access to the means of effective mass 
communication. 

Although some are critical of public appeals 
for live organ donors, it is important to note that 
refraining front launching these appeals does noth¬ 
ing to help anyone. In fact, it may actually harm 
both people like Mr. Melnyk who hope to find a 
donor as well as others on the wait-list. There are 
several ways in which public appeals to help one 
specific individual might indirectly benefit others 
waiting for a transplant. 

When the topic of organ donation and transplanta¬ 
tion attracts the public's attention, as it did recently, 
more people tend to register their willingness to 
donate after death and to speak to their families 
about donation. This benefits everyone by increas¬ 
ing the availability of organs front deceased donors. 


It is important to remember that wealth and fame 
do not play a role in the allocation of organs from 
deceased donors in Canada, even if these factors 
might offer a platform from which to launch more 
successful appeals for live donors. 

Second, some of those who have come forward to 
help Mr. Melnyk may be willing to help one of the 
other unknown Canadians facing a similarly des¬ 
perate plight. In other words, Mr. Melnyk's public 
appeal may well save the lives of others who are 
less well-placed than he to command public atten¬ 
tion. 

According to the most recent annual statistics 
from the Canadian Institute for Health Information, 
374 Canadians were awaiting a liver transplant in 
2012. In the same time period, 111 in need of a liver 
transplant died or were removed from the wait¬ 
list. It is hard not to notice that in only a couple of 
days, 2,000 people responded to the appeal on Mr. 
Melnyk's behalf, and more than 500 sent in donor 
applications. This level of support could go a long 
way toward meeting the need for liver transplants 
in Canada. 

The ideal outcome in this case is a healthy recov¬ 
ery for Mr. Melnyk and for the person who donated 
to him, as well as - and as important - spillover 
benefits for the many others awaiting a transplant. 

It is in our hands as members of the public to act 
to help the many unknown Canadians who are liv¬ 
ing among us desperately but quietly and anonym¬ 
ously awaiting a transplant. If we are troubled that 
the overwhelming response to celebrity appeals for 
live donors leaves these others unaided, there are 
steps we can take to help them too. It is a simple 
matter to register to donate after one's death.
